Bill Plans Pari-Mutuel

Consent of Localities—Regulation by Commis- 
sion—State Profits to Education and Charity. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Richmond, Va., Feb. 1—Once more 
thoroughbred horses would course the 
race tracks of the Old Dominion to the 


under the terms of the two bills tntro- 
duced in the General Assembly of Vir- 
ginia. 

The measures, one of which would 
permit the betting system to be in- 
stalled at tracks in communities whose 
citizens voted for such a: practice, and 
the other of which would set up a 
commission to control race meetings at 
which the machines were operated, are 
declared by- their sponsors to have an 
excellent chance of passage. 

The senate committee on county, 
city and town organization, to which 
the bills were referred, will meet to- 
morrow and it is expected that prelimi- 
nary consideration will be given the 
measures at that time.

Arraigned on Charge of Killing Drugzgist.

(A. P.).—-Willlam E Hickman’s confes- 
sion o1 the kidnaping killing and 
mutilation of 12-year-old Marian Par- 
ker was written into the evidence to- 
day at his sanity trial 

The }9-page confession, made by the 
youth on a train carrying him back to 
Los Angeies after his arrest\in Ore- 
gon, was read by Jerome Walsh, chief 
defense attorney, after Dick Lucas, a 
detective and the first defense wit- 
ness, had related the story of the 
crime to which Hickman has pleaded 
“not guilty by reason of insanity.” The 
confession was a. repetition of pre- 
viously published accounts of the 
crime. 

After being kept in captivity two 
days by Hickman, Marian cried and 
Hickman became “afraid she would 
tumble me up with the police,” De- 
tective Lucas said he had admitted. 
Hickman then tied her to a chair and 
strangled her. A few hours after the 
killing Hickman went to a show. 

The newspaper-wrapped parts of the 
dissected body were thrown into Ely- 


sian vark about dusk Lucas contin- 
ued, relating also how Hickman said he 
met Parker that Saturday night to turn 
over the torso for the $1,500.

No objection was voiced 
to the proposed reduction to 10 years 
in the age of children permitted to dis- 
tribute newspapers, and _ reduction 
from 14 to 12 years, in the age of chil- 
dren permitted to sell papers on the 
streets. 

Board Rate Set Aside. 


A rule against solicitation of funds 
in the public schools of the District, 
previously walved to permit collection 
of money to finance reconstruction of 
Old Ironsides and Monticello, was again 
set aside yesterday by the board in 
support of the movement to rebuild the 
birthplace of Washington. 

The action was taken following a dl- 
rect appeal from the floor of the board 
room by Mrs. H. L. Rust, national 
chairman of the Wakefield Memorial 
Association, who urged that Washing- 
ton “lead the way” in support of the 
measure.

Assistant District Attorney Harold 
Orcutt, who is seeking to have the cafe | 
adjudged a “nulsance,”’ asked Fry who| 
gave the parties at which liquor was| 
served and who were their guests. Fry 
hesitated and his face flushed.

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District Expenses “Mad,”

The District of Columbia is “going 
mad” spending money, Senator King 
(Democrat), of Utah, declared yesterday 
at a meeting of the Senate District 
committee.

BILL PLANS PARI-MUTUEL 
BETTING FOR VIRGINIA RACES 


CONTINUED FROM PAGE 1, 


cities and counties to decide individual- 
ly whether they would permit the pari- 
mutuel betting or would insist on re- 
maining as they are. 

Taking cognizance of che fact that 
racing is now permitted in Virginia 
and, in fact, is a popular attraction at 
county and State fairs and agricultural 
and live-stock exhibitions, the bills 
prescribe that pari-mutuel machines 
shall not be set up at such functions. 
This, it is said, would mean that wher- 
ever the machines were operated new 
tracks would have to be established, 
designed solely for racing purposes. 

Bill Sets Up Machinery. 

The first bill deals largely with the 
setting up of machinery for determining 
the choice of localities in the matter. 
It provides that when 50 qualified vot- 
ers of a county or city petition the 
Circuit Court or the Corporation Court 
for an election on the matter, the court 
shall fix the date of the election not 
more than 40 days after the petition 
has been filed. Duly qualified voters 
of the community will be allowed to 
vote, under regular election machinery 
and if a majority votes in favor of 
the parimutuel or certificate method 
the court shall forthwith entertain an 
order on the court providing that those 
operating horse racing meetings may 
provide the space and machinery for 
such betting. The usual provisions for 
contesting the election are also includ- 
ed in the bill, and it provides that not 
more than one vote may be taken on 
the matter in any given county or city 
within two years. 

The other act, which would regulate 
the operation of race meetings using 
the pari-mutuel system, sets up @ com- 
mission of three members to be ap- 


pointed by the governor, and to serve 
for six years, members of | 


commission would receive salaries of 
$5,000 annually and would be required 
to post a surety bond of $100,000 for 
the faithful discharge of their duties 
Salaries of employes and expenses of 
the commission are not to exceed $25,- 
000 a year, and they are to be paid out 
of funds coming to the commission 
under the provisions of the act. 


100 Racing Days a Year. 


Licenses for holding meets at which 
the pari-mutuel system was to be used, 
would be granted by the commission. 
but they are limited to an aggregate of 
100 racing days a year. Races could be 
held only on week days, and only be- 
tween noon and sundown, 

No single license could be granted 
for a meeting of more than 60 days 
in one year, and no licensee would be 
permitted to hold more than two meet- 
ings of an aggregate not to exceed 60 
days in any one year. 

A permit fee of $1,500 for each day 
of the meeting would be charged and 
in addition the licensee would have 
to pay 20 cents to the commission 
for each person entering the grounds 

The licensee would be allowed to 
retain 64% per cent and the “breaks” 
as his commission on all moneys wa- 
gered under the system. 

The commission would be required 
to pay over to the State treasury all 
money in its hands, less expenses, and 
the funds thus received would be dis- 
bursed by the State as follows: Fifty 
per cent to the maintenance of the 
rural public free schools of the primary 
and grammar grades; 20 per cent for 
the prevention and eradication of 
tuberculosis among the people of the 
State, and 30 per cent equally to the

RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE 
TERMED A GREAT ISSUE 


No Abiding Place for Goddess 
of Liberty Seen as More 
Laws Are Enacted. 


New York, Feb. 1 (A.P.).—The Amer- 
ican voter will be stirred to renewed 
interest in politics only when political 
leaders cease to regard hypocrisy, cow- 
ardice and buncombe as political as- 
sets, Governor Albert C. Ritchie of 
Maryland said tonight, addressing the 
Brooklyn Bar Association. 

“America cannot afford to scrap prin- 
ciples and institutions which have been 
tried and tested,” he continued. “The 
Stability of our government and our 
national happiness rests upon the 
spirit of tolerance, but with law breed- 
ing more law, power breeding more 
power, one begins to wonder where 
the Goddess of Liberty is to find an 
abiding place.” 

The growth of centralized govern- 
mental power is an “evil not confined 
to America,” he said, but has appeared 


in Europe, “where dictatorships rose as | 


they have risen after every great war 
In history.” 

“A man’s religion ought never to be 
factor in his right to hold office. 
whether the lowest in the State or the 
highest in the land,” he said. “but the 
old beliefs and the old issues are fast 
passing The things which stir human 
emotions now are prohibition, religious 
intolerance and fundamentalism. 


Rights of States Are Issue. 


“This may be due to the growing in- 
dustrialism of today, the growing ur- 
banism of America, or the amazing 
change in the theory of law which 
the past 25 years has witnessed. But 
back of it all is the apathy of the 
people in the face of their abdication 


of the political essentials which made | 


us a free nation. 

“The foundation of the edifice was 
self government. The living political is- 
sue today is the right of the States to 
settle their home affairs at home.” 

To mention one instance, he con- 
tinued, “a great many people believe 
as 1 happen to believe, that the great 
question of prohibition ought to be 
turned back to the States, so that each 
State may determine it in accordance 
with the needs and sanctions of its 
own people.”

Counsel for Defendants Assert 
That Gordon Has Failed 
to Make Out Case. 


ARGUMENT IN DETAIL 
ORDERED BY JUSTICE 


Decision Withheld Until Attor- 
neys Have Concluded; 
Rights at Stake. 


By NORMAN W. BAXTER. 
Counsel for the respondents in the 
contempt trial of Harry F. Sinclair and 
four others concentrated their efforts 


yesterday afternoon on a motion to dis- 
charge the rule and dismiss the peti- 
tion citing their clients for contempt 
on the ground that the Government 
had “failed to make out a case.” , 

The action followed close upon the 
heels of the decision of Justice Fred- 
erick L. Siddons, presiding over the 
case, not to strike out at this time 
the testimony of William J. McMullin 
end other witnesses whose evidence 
dealt with the false affidavit phase of 
the contempt inquiry, but to reserve 
his decision as to the weight and pro- 
bity of that testimony until a later 
date. This general position applied also 
to the testimony of Robert Dove, Brit- 
ton Browne, Paul F. Anderson, Donald 
Woodward, J. Roy Akers and Donald 
King, which was attacked separately 
by attorneys for the Burns.respondents. 

Justice Siddons refused to accept the 
suggestion of Peyton Gordon, United 
States Attorney, that the motion to 
dismiss was “‘unseasonable,” but in- 
formed the attorneys for both sides 
that he wished-to have it thoroughly 
discussed. 

Time of court permitted only par- 
tial consideration of the motion. Mar- 
tin W. Littleton, of counsel for Sinclair, 
proponent of the motion to dismiss, in 
which the other respondents joined, 
had not completed the opening argu- 
ment in support of the motion when 
court adjurned. 


Other Motions Waiting. 


The majority of the attorneys for 
the other respondents have indicated 
that they wish to be heard. The Gov- 
ernment has to answer and in the 
event the general motion fails separate 
motions to dismiss will be made in be- 
half of Sheldon Clark and Charles L. 
Vietsch, the two respondents whose 
connection with the case as shown by 
evidence presented so far was only 
brief and fragmentary. 

Broadly and generally Littleton took 
the position that nothing set forth in 
the petition filed by the Government 
had been proved by the Government 
but the mere fact that there had 
been shadowing of the jury in the 
Fall-Sinclair conspiracy case. This, of 
itself, Littleton insisted, was not un- 
lawful nor could it be construed as 
contempt unless it obstructed or di- 
rectedly tended to obstruct justice, 
and there must, he said, be some act 
to bring about the obstruction. The 
court in a contempt action, he con- 
tended, was without power to weigh 
the intent. Matters involving motive, 
intent or purpose must, he said, under 
the law be made the subject of indict- 
ment and tried before a jury. 

Littleton addressed himself at length 
and in detail, quoting numerous au- 
thorities, to the question of jury shad- 
owing itself as an offense because of 
Justice Siddons’ intimation: that this 
feature appealed to him as an out- 
standing issue in the case before him. 
The Cour‘ at one time during the day’s 
discussion said: “I shall give great 
consideration as to this right to con- 
duct such espionage as constituting 
contempt of court. It is a question 
that sooner or later must be thrashed 
out.” 

“We took the position originally,” 
said Littleton in opening his argument, 
“that the petition presented here by 
the Government did not charge any- 
thing more than shadowing the jury, 
although there were four or five other 
designs set forth. Now we have heard 
the Government’s case, and I may fair- 
ly say that there is less to be con- 
sidered under the head of those gen- 
eralities than was the case then. 


Denies Any Corruption. 


“The evidence shows that there was 
no bribery, corruption or perversion as/| 
was broadly and luridly alleged. We 
find only proof of the employment of 
this agency to closely shadow the mem- 
bers of the jury in the Fall-Sinclair 
conspiracy case, and carrying out of 
that employment by the Burns opera- 
tives. None of the other allegations are 
Supported by the evidence. 

“The petition sets forth that the 
shadowing was designed to bribe, in- 
timidate or influence the jury; that 
its purpose was to do anything to in- 
terfere or impede such jurors in the 
unbiased discharge of their duties; 
that the intent was to influence, per- 
vert or impede the jurors in. the due 
administration of justice either for the 
purpose of obtaining an acquittal or 
a mistrial. 

“No one of those allegations as to 
the purposes of this shadowing has 
been sustained by any evidence which 
Your Honor would submit to a jury 


‘in the event that this case was being 


heard before such a body. The only 
thing proven is, if the shadowing itself 
could fit into some of the loose gen- 
eralities contained in this petition. 

“But it now appears, from the evi- 
dence, that the only contact had with 
any of the jurors, the only conversation 
was had between the juror Kidwell and 
Donald King and J. Roy Akers, and in 
no way was the shadowing which 
these respondents authorized responsi- 
ble for that incident. 

“This record will be searched in vain 
to show that any one connected with 
these respondents ever approached or 
sought fo approach the jurors. Not a 
single juror ever has been asked (i- 
rectly And answered affirmatively that 
he was conscious of being shadowed. 
All of’ Kidwell’s testimony shows that 
his state of mind came as the result 
of the after-knowledge arising out of 
the publicity given these matters. 

“Is shadowing of a jury in the man- 
ner shown contempt of court? 

“The sole reason for courts trying 
men for contempt of court and passing 
sentence upon them in the event of 
conviction is because of acts that ob- 
struct or directly wend to obstruct 
justice. 

“The courts have been given in- 
herent power to punish for contempt 
because of the doctrine of self-preser- 
vation. There must, however, Be ob- 
struction. Matters involving moral 
turpitude must be tried before a Jury. 
Questions of evil intent, bad motive 
and malevolence can not be decided 
by the courts without submission to 
‘a jury. Acts are contempt. In this 
case we must ask what act here ob- 
structed or directly tended to obstruct 
justice? 

“The intent does not and can not 
control. at was done must, not 
what was intended. In order to arrive 
at a decision we must separate our no- 
tions as to shadowing—even if we hold 
the opinion that it of itself is bad— 


and test this proceeding by what were 


Unless your honor can be 
convinced on that point you must dis-

The Supreme Co in that instence 
ruled that the contempt conviction was 
invalid in that even the commission 
of the crime of perjury did not ob- 
struct justice, the essential element in 
contempt. 

“Suppose that espionage was a 
crime,” continued Littleton, “and it 
had been proven that it had been 
carried on, but supposing that the es- 
sential element of obstruction men- 
tioned by Chief Justice White should 
be missing, then there would be no 
contempt. | 

“It can not be escaped that the sole 
test is the act and its effect to ob- 
struct justice. Anything with respect 
to the purpose or motive leaves this 
broad path. 

“Consider the act of shadowing. It 
is the very antithesis of interference, 
the opposite of contact. If it is not, 
it is not shadowing. Every bit of evi- 
dence shows that these agents at the 
peril of their positions were not to 
make contact. There has never been a 
case in which it has been held that 
shadowing was an unlawful act, but 
whether lawful or not it did not ob- 
struct.” 

Littleton had just begun his argu- 
ment to the point of whether or not 
shadowing directly tended to obstruct 
justice when court adjourned. 

“If there is nothing to show that 
shadowing directly intended to ob- 
struct justice that ends this case,” he 
said, “and that is why we make this 
motion so earnestly and seriously.” 


McMullin’s Testimony Attacked. 


The entire morning session of the 
court was devoted to discussion of the 
motion to strike out the testimony of 
McMullin covering his reports of 
October 19, 20 and 22 and of conver- 
sations he was alleged to ‘have had 
with Charles G. Ruddy, Burns agency 
manager, as to the contents of these 
reports. It was insisted again that 
these acts, even if they had been com- 
mitted either by McMullin, or the lat- 
ter and Ruddy jointly, were without 
the scope of the employment and, 
therefore, not binding upon the re- 
spondents. 

The point was specifically made in 
addition by Charles A. Douglas, of 
counsel for the Burns agency, that 
McMullin’s evidence considered as a 
conecting link between the witness and 
any of the respondents was merely to 
pile hearsay on hearsay. 

District Attorney Gordon in com- 
bating the mofion to strike out in- 
sisted that the employment was 
through the direct action of Ruddy 
and the respondents and should, there- 
fore, remain in, 

It was the contention of the Gov- 
ernment attorney that the respondents 
were bound in three aspects, namely: 

Whether Ruddy was limited in the 
conduct of the investigation or given 
wide discretion. 

Whether even if the agency gave in- 
structions beyond the scope of the 
employment Henry Mason Day was not 
acquiescent. 

Whether the unlawful purpose or 
enterprise of one of the agents was not 
the act of all the respondents. 

Gordon said that the Court must 
consider the purpose of these men in 
coming to Washington. It was clear, he 
insisted, that their errand had not 
been a lawful one. 


Siddons Questions Rights. 


It was at this point that Justice 
Siddons referred for the“first time dur- 
ing the day to the question he later 
raised of whether the right existed to 
shadow a jury as had been done in 
the Fall-Sinclair case. He pictured a 
situation in which a defendant with 
the means might shadow court, jury 
and witnesses and envelop with “spies, 
agents or detectives arly move of any 
one which in his opinion might mean 
that an effort was going to be made 
to convict him regardless of the evi- 
dence.” 

“If, however, the right does not exist,” 
said Justice Siddons, “then regardless 
of evidence of lack of contact or ap- 
proach what does it all mean? May 
not evidence of shadowing be consider- 
ed with regard to the light it sheds 
on the tendency of such employment?” 

Littleton maintained that it could 
be considered with a view to legisla- 
tive action or general rules of the court, 
but that as “against these respondents 
I don’t think this evidence belongs in 
the case.” 

The Court ruled following all of 
the arguments on the McMullin testi- 
mony that it should remain in the case 
as an episode that occurred during the 
surveillance of the jury and before the 
mistrial or what happened after the 
mistrial that might have a bearing on 
the case. : 

Justice Siddons stated specifically 
that he did not intend his ruling to 
be final as to its admissibility against 
Sinclair, Day and Clark.

Stewart .and Sinclair Trusted 
in Continental Negotiations, 
Walsh Committee Told. 


(Associated Press.) 


Interesting sidelights were developed 
yesterday before the Senate lands com- 
mittee on how directors of great oil 
companies approved without question 
contracts by which the then unheard of 
and now extinct Continental Trading 
Co. of Canada, made $3,000,000 in 
profits apparently at their expense. 

However, examination of three addi- 
tional witnesse§ failed to shed any 
light on the main subject of inquiry— 
what became of the residue of these 
profits after Harry F. Sinclair, lessee of 
the Teapot Dome naval oll reserves, had 
paid over $233,000 of them to Albert B. 
Fall, then Secretary of the Interior, for 
an interest in ranch property for which 
he has nothing to show. 

Under driving questions by Senator 
Walsh, of Montana, prosecutor of the 
hew oil inquiry, E. G. Seubert, now pres- 
ident of the Standard Oil Co. of Indiana, 
finally told how he and other directors 
in 1921 approved the Continental con- 
tracts because the chairman of the 
board, Robert W. Stewart, told them it 
was a good one. 


Contracts Were Guaranteed. 


Under the contracts the Sinclair 
Crude Oil Purchasing Co., jointly owned 


clair Consolidated Oil Co., guaranteed 
the fulfillment of the Continental’s 


at $1.75 a barrel oil which the Canadian 
concern bought from the late A. E. 
Humphreys, of Denver, for $1.50 a bar- 
rel,

Seubert said that of course he knew 
somebody was getting the 25 cents a 
barrel differential and Walsh asked 
him if he didn’t think Stewart had 
proved himself a poor business man 
in making the deal. 

“I consider Col. Stewart an excellent 
trader,’”’ Seubert shot back.

Earlier A. L. Carlson, secretary and 
treasurer of the Sinclair Crude, con- 
ceded that he and other directors of 
that oil company approved the Contl- 
nental contracts because they had 
been executed by the principal direc- 
tors, Stewart and Sinclair. 

“Now we have some kind of a rea- 
sonable explanation of your director's 
action,” Walsh said, who plied Carlson 
with questions at two sessions to get 
an explanation. 


Thomas a Witness. 


From the third witness, former Sen- 
ator Charles Thomas, of Colorado, the 
committee learned that while the Sin- 
clair Crude and Prairie Oil & Gas Co. 
were entering into the $50,000,000 deal 
to buy oil from the Continental at 
$1.75 a barrel the Pure Oil Co., of Ohio, 
was buying oil from the same source 
as the Continental—the late A. E. 
Humphreys, of Denver—at $1.50 a bar- 
rel. The Pure Oil, however, had a 
stock interest in the Humphreys com- 
panies. 

Thomas repeated to the committee 
the testimony he gave at the recent 
Fall-Sinclair criminal conspiracy mis- 
trial that Stewart, Sinclair and James 
E, O'Neil, président of the Prairie Oil 
& Gas Co., and Henry M, Blackmer, 
then chairman of the board of the 
Midwest Refining Co., were at the con- 
ferences at New York City when the 
Continental contracts were negotiated. 

It was Sinclair, Thomas said, who 
suggested that the four guarantee the 
Continental contracts.

things, that the Federal Government 
give financial aid to the States in pro- 
hibition enforcement, somewhat after 
the manner of the Federal aid system 
by which States now are assisted in 
road building and other enterprises of 
national concern. He denied the 
charge that in enforcing the eighteenth 
amendment the Federal Government 
was infringing States rights, pointing 
out that 46 of the States had them- 
selves ratified the amendment, binding 
all the States by overwhelming con- 
sent, 
Disputes Smith View. 


He made direct reference to Gov. 
Smith in recounting that neither New 
York nor Maryland had a State pro- 
hibition enforcement act, and declared 
that in both States the burden of en- 
forcement had been left upon an in- 
sufficiently large staff of Federal agents. 

“Considerable misunderstanding of 
the consequences of the repeal of the 
State enforcement act in New York 
has been created by recent utterances 
of the governor of that State,” Mr. Mc- 
Adoo continued. “After giving his ap- 
proval to the act repealing the State 
prohibition law, the governor now says 
that “there devolves upon the State the 
sacred duty of sustaining the eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead law. They 
are as much a part of the laws of this 
State as our own statutes and our own 
Constitution,” and he then goes on to 
imply that even in the absence of a 
cies of the State are available for the 
enforcement of prohibition. 

“His effort is apparently to create the 
impression that no State enforcement 
statute is necessary because even in 
the absence of such a statute the State 
officials are under an obligation to en- 
force the Volstead act. This position 
is entirely misleading and has no justi- 
fication in law. While it is, of course, 
true that the eighteenth amendment is 
a part of the laws of every State, the 
eighteenth amendment is not self-exe- 
cuting and requires an énforcement 
statute to put it into effect. The Vol- 
stead act is such a statute, but it is 
not true that the Volstead act is a part 
of the laws of the State of New York. 

“Because the State courts are thus 
without jurisdiction to enforce the Vol- 
stead act the police find themselves 
paralyzed in any efforts they may make 
to enforce prohibition in the State 
courts. The “sacred duty” upon State 


officials of which the governor speaks 


doubtless exists, but the means of per- 
forming it were taken away from them 
when jurisdiction over prohibition of- 
fenses was removed from the State 
courts by repeal of the State enforce- 
ment act.” ' 


Mr. McAdoo declared it was the object 


of the organized liquor interests to de- 
stroy the prohibition amendment State 
by State, with the hope of bringing the 
whole country into the category of New 
York and Maryland. 

“This then,” he said, “is the issue, 
Shall disobedience to the supreme law 
of the land, as practiced by New York 
and Maryland, be permitted to estab- 
lish a doctrine which, carried to its 
logical conclusions, means the destruc- 
tion of constitutional government and 
the disappearance of those guarantees 
of life, liberty and property which are 
essential to the security and well-being 
of the people and to the continuation 
of our form of Government? 

“The issue can not be evaded. It 
must be fought: to a conclusion in the 
forthcoming national campaign. The 
contest between the two great political 
parties for the control of the Presidency 
and the Congress of the United States 
affords the only national referendum 
for the decision of great questions of 
this kind, and we must have the cour- 
age and sincerity to present this issue 
squarely to the people so that their 
judgment may be rendered in the light 
of reason and with full knowledge of 
the facts.” 


New York Repeal Is Hit. 


New York’s repeal of its State enforce- 
ment act, Mr. McAdoo continued, made 


unavailable for enforcement purposes 
some 32,000 State officials, including 
judges, prosecuting attorneys and State 
police, and left\the task to a Federal 
force of only about 500 persons. He 
added that a similar situation obtained 
in Maryland, 

As a part of any effort to secure en- 
forcement and obedience of the dry 
laws Mr. McAdoo advocated a campaign 
of education, including a short course 
in every public School, “designed to 
acquaint the pupils with the éVils and 
dangers of intoxicants and narcotics.”

pose a bill to permit member banks of 
the Federal Reserve Banks to inaugu- 
rate a retirement system for employes. 
“I do not think men who are getting 
$20,000 a year, or any such sum, ought 
to be put on a pension roll out of pub- 
lic money,” he said. “I do not think 
we ought to authorize the Federal Re- 
serve Banks, in a blanket bill like this, 
to pay 50 per cent of any pensions that 
“call for the payment of as much as 


$9,000 to any one man, I1 think that 
the men who are on the Government 
pay roll, getting a pension of $1,000 
in connection with which they con- 
tribute 34% per cent, are better justified 
in having their pensions increased than 
any authorization for pensions could be 
under this act.” 


~ Members Applaud Statement. 


While the members applauded this 
statement, Madden went on to say that 
he didn’t believe in placing a premium 
on retirement, in making a pension 
eq@ivalent to a salary. Men, he said, 
ought to be allowed to work as long 
as they will. Madden himself is past 
70, and Is one of the most active mem- 
bers of the Congress. 

The first witness at the hearing yes- 
terday was George E. Cutler, president 
of the Navy Yard Retirement Associa- 
tion, who paraded before the commit- 
tee seven “living exhibits.” These were 
seven mechanics from the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard, attired in their working 
clothes and carrying sledge hammers, 
riveting apparatus and other tools. One 
man, & sand blaster, wore a helmet 
that completely hid his face. 

Under the present retirement law, 
Cutler said, these men may not retire 
usual benefits until 
they are 65 years of age. Yet, he de-

|less hazardous work may retire at 62, 
contract and then agreed to purchase : 


He appealed to the committee to en- 
act legislation permitting navy yard 
workers to retire after 30 years’ service, 
or else to permit them to retire at 62. 


All Seven Become Deaf. 


All seven of the men, Cutler said 
had be »me deaf because of the roar 
and clatter amid which they work. In 
addition, he said, most of them had 
received one or more injuries in the 
service. 

To show the injustice of the present 
law, Cutler pointed to the case of Mike 
EE Ee AT 


Brown, a riveter. Brown, he said, has 
been in Government service for 33 
years, but, being only 51 years old, 
must wait fourteen years more, or un- 


til he is 65, before he can retire. Al- 
ready, he said, Brown is “worn out.” 

W. B. Mabury, secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Retired Federal 
Employes, appeared on behalf of the 
15,000 men and women who have been 
retired under the existing law. The 
annuity of those retired before July 1, 
1924, he said, should be based on the 
full amount received by them for their 
last five years, including both base 
pay and so-called bonus. As it is, he 
said, their annuity is based only on 
the base pay. 

He also urged that the men and 
women retired because of advanced age 
be given the same retirement benefits 
received by those retired because of 
injury. The disability is as real in one 
case as it is in another, he said. 

Carl H. Howard, national president 
of the Asociation of Rural Letter Car- 
riers, indorsed the Lehlbach bill, as 
did the vice president of the associa- 
tion, Ned H. Goodell. These two were 
followed by Samuel Reynolds, chair- 
man legislative committee of the Na- 
tional Federation of Rural Carriers. 

Dr. Arthur MacDonald, a “brain 
specialist,” formerly employed by the 
Department of the Interior, urged that 
the annuity of a retired employe be 
based on his highest average salary 
for any ten or five consecutive years. 
He said he knew of at least 200 elderly 
employes whose pay was reduced be- 
fore they were retired, and whose an- 
nuity was based on the reduced salary 
rather than what they once had re- 
ceived, 

Dr. George E. Bowerman, librarian of 
the District of Colimmbia, asked the 
committee to amend the law under 
which, beginning July 1, all Govern- 
ment employes will have to retire at 
the age of 72. He declared that the 
idea that librarians, art.curators and 
other such workers lose their mental 
efficiency at such an age is fallacious. 
Several members of the United States 
Supreme Court, he said, are past 80. 

Henry W. Strickland, secretary of 
the Railway Mail Association, told the 
committee that it need not fear that 
the clause providing for optional retire- 
ment after 30 years service would work 
a hardship on the Government. He 
predicted that not 2 per cent of the 
employes would be ready to quit at 
the end of 30 years. 
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COAST GUARD TESTIFIES

Boston, Feb. 1 (A.P.).—Admission 
that he had permitted the landing of 
rum cargoes from the schooner I’m 
Alone, and had been paid various sums 
for this and for furnishing John Mag- 
hus with Coast Guard codes and charts, 
was made on the witness stand in Fed- 
eral court today by Robert Taylor, a 
former Coast Guard ~fficer.

In outlining the case to a Federal 
jury here, Assistant United States At- 
torney Hubert C. Thompson said that 
Magnus had obtained by bribery con- 
fidential charts showing the position of 
Coast Guard patrol vessels and also 
the secret code used by the Coast 
Gard. Magnus communicated to the 
rum ships by means of his specially 
built radio station and thus enabled 
them to know the position of “un- 
friendly” patrol vessels, the attorney 
said.

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RUSSIAN SOVIET BONDS. 


The United States Government has very 
properly given notice of its disapproval of the 
attempt of the Russian Soviet to float a bond 
issue in this country. The communists are 
trying to wheedle American ‘‘suckers’’ into 
buying $30,000,000 of 9 per cent ‘‘gold”’ bonds, 
for the alleged purpose of improving and ex- 
tending Russian railroads. Although these 
bonds bear a crushing load of interest, they 


~are offered at 95, which is sufficient warning 


to any investor that these ‘“‘securities” are not 
worth the paper upon which they are printed. 
They depend for their redemption upon the 
good faith of the Russian Soviet—and there 
is no good faith. 

If the Russian Soviet had any good faith it 
weuld arrange to pay for debts already con- 
tracted instead of asking for further loans. 
Russia owes the United States about $200,- 
000,000 which has been written off as a total 
loss on account of the bad faith of the Soviet. 

Banks that take part in an attempt to float 
off worthless Russian bonds upon the Amer- 
ican public are skating upon thin ice, and their 
boards of directors should take steps to stop 
the practice. No American bank can safely 
underwrite such bonds, and if it is not willing 
to underwrite them it should be unwilling to 
palm them off upon the public. 

Who knows that the money obtained from 
these bonds would not be used for financing 
industria] agitators and bomb-throwers in this 
country? The Soviet has not changed its 
spots. It is still the eflemy of the United 
States, which bars out communists and will 
not tolerate the overthrow of republican gov- 
ernment in this hemisphere by Russian com- 
munists. The probability is that every dollar 
contributed by Americans for these worthless 
bonds would be used in an attempt to tear 
down the very prosperity that enables Ameri- 
cans to make investments. 

The State Department’s notice should be 
published throughout the country as a warn- 
ing to all citizens to beware of the crooked 
Russians. 


AIRPLANE ENGINEERING. 


Charles L. Lawrence is the recipient of the 
Collier trophy, awarded annually for “the 
greatest achievement in aviation in America, 
fhe value of which has been demonstrated by 
actual use during the preceding year.”

INDUSTRIAL CONCILIATION. 


A committee of the American Bar Associa- 
tion is in session in New York. [ts object is 
to ascertain what Federal legislation would 
be of the greatest value in preventing contro- 
versies in industry. 

Two years ago the act known as the Parker- 
Watson bill was added to the statutes. Its 
prime object was to reduce the danger of dis- 
agreements between railway corporations and 
their employes to a minimum. That the law 
has accomplished the purpose for which it was 
enacted appears to have been proved con- 
clusively, for Samuel E. Winslow, chairman 
of the Board of Mediation created by the 
Parker-Watson law, reports that during the 
two years of its operation there has not been 
a single strike among the railroad employes 
of the country. 

The Parker-Watson law is not an act to 
force compulsory arbitration between railroads 
and their employes. All such acts smack of 
the suggestion that ‘‘we will have peace, even 
if we have to fight for it.’ The act was de- 
signed to settle differences on the basis of 
mutual concessions based upon the supposition 
that there are two sides to every question. 
The success that hag attended the operation 
of the law leads the Bar Association committee 
to hope that similar acts designed to set at 
rest the constant conflicts between labor and 
capital may yet be framed and enacted into 
law. 

The controversy between the soft-coal 
erators and the miners which has remained 
unarbitrated for more than a decade shows 
the need of legislation that will be as effective 
in the settlement of industrial controversies 
as the Parker-Watson act has been in prevent- 
ing railroad strikes.

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THE EARL OF WARWICK. 


Whenever the word “‘Warwick”’ is mentioned 
as a title the mind reverts, instinctively and at 
once, to its most famous bearer—Warwick the 
Kingmaker, of that sanguinary period in 
English history known as the Wars of the 
Roses. He set up and he pulled down puppet 
kings at will, and whatever side he was on— 
for he changed sides more than once—was 
victorious. He made, however, one venture 
too many and, overborne and defeated, he fell, 
fighting bravely to the last for the Red Rose 
and Queen Margaret and the ill-starred Prince 
Edward, on the*Tatal field of Barnet, one of the 
stubbornest and bloodiest battles ever con- 
tested on English soil. How well memory re- 
calls that, in long past days, the doughty per- 
formances of Warwick and the glamour of his 
name served the purpose of banishing the an- 
noyance caused by the attempts to master the 
details of the famity tree of Roger Mortimer, 
Earl of March, who was a pivotal figure in fix- 
ing the rightful lineal heir to 
crown. 

The Warwick title is one of the oldest in 
England, and has a history of more than eight 
centuries. Associated originally with the Beau- 
champs and the Nevilles, it has been in the 
Brooke branch of the family since 1759. The 
sixth Earl of Warwick, Lord Leopold Brooke, 
who has just died at the age of 45, had a ca- 
reer as exciting and spectacular in its own way 
as any of his adventure-seeking forbears. A 
schoolboy at Eton when the Boer war broke 
out, he pawned his clothes and his other be- 
longings and shipped second class for Africa, 
where he enlisted as Private Watson. It was 
not long before he received an officer’s com- 
mission, and when the war was over he paraded 
down Whitehall as captain of the First Life 
Guards, crack regiment of the British Empire. 

He went through the Rtisso-Japanese war as 
a correspondent, and as a correspondent he 
subsequently saw service in different parts of 
Europe. In the great war he was on Gen. 
French’s staff, and was a brigadier general 
when he was wounded in 1916. On the en- 
trance of the United States into the war, Lord 
Brooke was appointed British attache to Gen. 
Pershing, and thus occupied a highly impor- 
tant liaison post between the two armies. He 
received many decorations. 

On succeeding to the title in 1924 he rented 
Warwick Castle and lived in a small cottage 
in the town of Warwick, and thence managed 
his somewhat encumbered 10,000 ancestral 
acres. He certainly had a varied and inter- 
esting career.

THE GREENLAND OBSERVATORY. 


The captains of transatlantic ships report a 
series of terrific gales in midocean, Scientists 
at the University of Michigan now say that 
these were foreseen by reason of reports from 
the uniyersity’s weather observatory in Green- 
land. 

These reports confirm a theory which has 
been held for some time by meteorologists, 
who fitted out the Greenland expedition. The 
theory is that the twin menaces to North At- 
lantic navigation, the iceberg and the winter 
storm, are bred in that vast plain of ice that 
covers most of Greenland. By careful note of 
the barometric pressure at various times the 
observers have succeeded in forecasting six 
storms later reported by incoming vessels. 

If predictions of this sort may be made with 
reasonable accuracy, navigation will have ob- 
tained a valuable ally. For example, had the 
Greenland station been established last spring 
meteorologists are convinced that Coli and 
Nungesser might have been warned in time 
and would thus have avoided'the storm which 
is sapposed to have cost them their lives, 
Weather predictions at best are uncertain un- 


j der present limitations of science, but it is not 


impossible that they may hereafter be made 
with accuracy sufficient at least to set forth 
the general conditions which are likely to sur- 
round the mariner. 


JACK DEMPSEY RETIRES.

When he rose to the height of pugilistic fame 
by beating Jess Willard at Toledo he was an 
unshaven slugger, ferocious and merciless.

‘through a prize fight. The years have dealt 


kindly with Dempsey. His sway upon the 
heavyweight throne was long. He amassed 
a fortune, acquired a new nose and the rudi- 
ments of culture, purchased a hotel in Los 
Angeles and assumed a position in society, 
such as it is, in Los Angeles. On occasion he 
ventured back into the ring,’and reverted to 
the primitive, man-killing type. He fought 
gloriously and ferociously, and kept the respect 
and admiration of pugilistic fandom. 

A third encounter between Tunney and 
Dempsey now will be impossible. On both 
previous occasions the result has not been. 
beyond dispute, and there are thousands who 
still believe that Dempsey _is the better man. 


GROUND HOG DAY. 


Some peopie call him a ground hog; others 
recognize him as woodchuck; to the biologist 
he is simply a marmot, while the scientifically 
informed zoologist designates him as Lanlus 
Rufus, which would indicate that he is red 
in color. But whatever may be the hue of 
his hide, or in spite of the local name by 
which he is known, the woodchuck is certain 
to make his first appearance of the season 
soon after sunrise this morning, to determine 
to his own satisfaction what the weather is 
to be during the coming six weeks, 

There are some people in the United States 
who depend upon the Hagerstown Almanac 
for guidance in matters meteorological. Others 
depend upon the shape and pliability of the 
wishbone of the Canadian goose. Still others 
swear by and at the long range predictions 
of the Janvrinists, and others have faith in 
the Weather Bureau, However, the great 
majority of rural Americans, whether they 
reside in South Carolina or Ohio, will watch 
for the shadow of the ground hog, and most 
of them will earnestly pray that on this 
particular Candlemas day the animal will be 
unable to recognize his shadow; for every- 
body wants the winter to end before the 
middle of March. Abner Holden, who lives 
on the shores of Lake Winnepesaukee, has 
kept “‘count nigh onto eighty years’ and he 
reports woodchuck predictions 82 per cent 
accurate, which is a better average than can 
be credited to any other forecaster.

To the Editor of The Post—SsSir: I 
was very much interested in the picture 
and the article in this morning's Post 
where 2,000 ladies of Washington 
gathered to hear Mrs. F. T. Northcross 
discuss “chemistry and preparation of 
food.” 

I think The Post is filling a long-felt 
want in bringing to the public the 
necessity of “better cooking.” It would 
be a great blessing to the country if 
other leading newspapers would follow 
the lead of The Post in calling the at- 
tention of the country at large to the 


need of a better balanced meal, and to 
know more about preparing the differ- 
ent foods on the menu, so that the 
home circle would look forward to the 
time spent in the dining room with 
greater delight. 

For some years past there has been 
a tendency to leave the home dining 
room and live in the “delicatessen” or 
cafeteria. It is quicker, less trouble, 
and may be less expensive, if you are 
satisfied to live that Way, and as a re- 
sult the old home dining room where 
the families of the long ago gathered 
three times a day to really enjoy the 
meal prepared or supervised by mother 
and where real “home building” was 
discussed is becoming extinct. 

The Federal Board for Vocational 
Education is assisting the States in re- 
crulting an army that up to this time 
has reached 80,000 girls in high schools 
and part-time schools studying home 
economics—better home building — be- 
sides 100,000 adult women in evening 
classes, learning the latest and most 
improved method of “home building.” 
There are more than 50,000,000 women 
and giris in this country; nearly all of 
those who expect some day to be at the 
head of a home, and a great many of 
them think that the time is not far 
distant when it will be considered a 
calamity for a young lady graduating 
from high school not to know how to 
cook and sew.

We have a record in this country of 
all those put to death under the forms 
of law, but there is no record of those 
that go to an untimely grave from poor 
cooking.

Locating the Farmers’ Market. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Your recent editorial under the date 
of January 28, urging the location of 
the farmers’ produce market on a cer- 
tain site in Southwest Washington was 
noted with interest. As one who has 
made a study of this important ques- 
tion, I fail to agree with your state- 
ment that this site will best serve the 
majority of the inhabitants of the Dis- 
trict and the surrounding producers 
who cater to them. And as to the claim 
for rail and boat transportation, that 
is a joke, as far as the farmer is con- 
cerned. He learned many years ago the 
value of motor truck transportation 
in getting his produce to market, I 
claim that not one pound of produce 
sold at the farmers’ market reaches 
there by either rail or boat shipments. 

All the farmer is asking in this en- 
tire controversy ‘is that his market be 
located in a convenient place where he 
can reasonably expect to receive his 
share of trade, a location that must 
not be in an inconvenient part of the 
| city but as near the business and trad- 


ing center’ as possible, Certainly the 
farmer, who is sa important a factor 
in the tife of our country, is entitled 
to this consideration, It is rather pecu- 
liar that the farmers’ market has grown 


In importance and expanded in trade | 


in its present location since 1915 and 
now it is suddenly discovered by cer- 
tain financial interests that the farmer 
must have rail and boat facilities in 
order to operate his business. It is 
likewise strange that if the site you 
urge is such an excellent location for 
the farmers’ market, which after all is a 
business proposition, why has not some 
of our business interests taken advan- 
tage of it—for instance, the wholesale 
commission dealers themselves? There 
is really nothing to tie them to their 
present location on B street between 
Seventh and Ninth, as I understand 
most of them are renters. You may lo- 
cate the farmers’ market on your pro- 
posed site,.but you can not force 
business there. This I think has been 
clearly demonstrated in the operation 
of our Municipal Fish Market, which 
as a retail market has been a failure 
due to its inconvenient location. 

As the people of the District of Co- 
lumbia will be called upon to assume 
the expense attending the relocating of 
the farmers’ market, we must insist 
that it be conveniently located to serve 
the public. Should this be done, the 
market will continue to grow and ex- 
pand and the farmer will be encouraged 
to greater effort.

GRAND CANYON AND THE INDIAN-DETOUR 
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MUSSOLINI'S MILITIA 
~ TO BE SHOGK TROOPS 


Plans Made for Incorporation 
Into Regular Army in 
-* Time of War. 


PROBABLE EVENTS TOLD 


Rome, Feb. 1 (A.P.).—The Fascist 
militia will be incorporated into the 
regular Italian army in war time, Pre- 
mier isfussoiini announced today at a 
review of the militia upon the fifth 
anniversary of its foundation. 

Preinier Mussolini said that under 
his instructions the general staff had 
solved the problem of the incorpora- 
tion oi the volunteer militiamen “with 
a clear vision of the new times and 
probable events that is to its honor.” 

“I am sure that the legions will prove 
worthy of this supreme honor, pre- 
paring themselves from this moment 
to be shock troops,” the premier said. 
“They shouid perpetuate the martial 
traditions of the Arditi (famous Ital- 
lan troops) and of the fighting Fas- 
cists—a dagger between the teeth, a 
grenade in the hand and a sublime 
contempt of danger in their hearts.” 

Praising the work of the militia, the 
premier added: 

“From the most extreme confines of 
the desert to the Alpine frontier, from 
the waters of our oceans to the summits 
of our mountains, from the railroads to 
the roads, everywhere the militia is the 
armed guard of the revolution and the 
vigilant, attentive eye of the regime 
With the elimination of all our ene- 
mies and with the cremation of anti- 
fascism, the political considerations 
have logically yielded place to consid- 
erations of a particularly military na- 
ture.’’ 


The premier listened to a speech by} 


Gen. Varini, commander of the 
militia zone, in which the general as- 
sured him that his men were “your 
faithful 6ervants, ready to dare all for 
Italy and ready to follow you wherever 
you wish,”

Prior to the resumption of his sanity 
trial today, Hickiman was taken before 
Superior Judge Carlos Hardy with 
Welby Hunt, 16, his confessed accom- 
plice in the slaying of C. Ivy Thoms, 
a druggist of Rose Hill, a suburb in 
a holdup a year ago Christmas Eve. 
Judge Hardy granted a continuance 
until February 15 of the trial of the 
youths on a charge of murder Jn con- 
nection with Thoms’ death.

A Gray Gilmer of Kansas City, was 
in court to represent Hunt. The two 
youths faced the bench side by side. 
Hickman stood quietly as he heard the 
arguments on his trial for a second 
murder. Hunt appeared nervous, 

Col. Edwards, in his deposition, said 
Hickman exhibite restlessness and an 
apparent inability to make up his mind 
as to what he wanted to do when he 
approached graduation. Up to his 
senior year in 1926 the youth appeared 
normal, Col. Edwards said. 

The former police chief said he had 
obtained numerous jobs for Hickman 
and that he had made arrangements 
for Hickman to enter Park College. at 
Parkville, Mo., but that the boy sud- 
denly decided it would take him too 
long to work his way through college.

Set your table according to your 
means, your convenience and your sur- 
roundings. For a small table, placed 
at the end of a living room-dining room 
in an apartment, you would not feel 
the necessity for much formality; you 
could very well have a bare table-— (if 
the wood were good enough to show)— 
lace and linen doilles under pottery 
plates, and simple damask napkins on 
them. If the table wood happened to 
be poor, it would be better to cover it 
with a cloth. You could use any sort 
of cloth that looked well in the room 
White damask, .pale-colored damask, 
Italian linen, Spanish linen, ecru-col- 
ored drawn work, but (unless your liv- 
ing-dining room is a most magnificent 
one) the cloth should be as unelabor- 
ate possible Everything in table 
should be appropriate to the 
the household lives. If you have 
servant, you may not choose to 
much silver; you may for in- 
stance, prefer china, or pottery, to sil- 
ver for dishes. Your centerpiece may 
be of china holding either frult or 
fiowers. Table implements of silver or 
plate, of course, you must have and 
care should be taken to keep them 
bright. 

For a formally equipped houschold 
with plenty of servants and fine rooms, 
the tablecloth may be much finer, too, 
though never so elaborate as to call 
too much attention to itself. Lace and 
linen of the most exquisite but unpre- 
tentious quality may be used. On the 
other hand, if the dining room were of 
some period when a bare table was in 
keeping, a bare table might be used 
The long refectory table is nearly al- 
ways bare; but there jis no law against 
covering it if the owner chooses. As 
long as you keep your service in ac- 
cordance with your general way of liv- 
ing, and then show some taste in set- 
ting your table, you may set it as you 
choose.

New York, (A.P.).—Merger 


| pressive proportions in the banking, 


| railroad and industrial fields in recent

NEW YORK COTTON. 


New York, Feb. ‘1 (A.P.).—Cotton 
prices lost $1.50 to $2 a bale today 
under renewed liquidation, coupled 
with local and Southern selling, in- 
svired by lower Liverpool cables than 
expected and failure of recent rallies 
to bring in broader demand. Afte 
selling off to 17.50 at the start, May 
rallied to 17.71, but broke to 17.35 in 
late trading, closing at 17.36. The gen- 
eral market closed easy, at net declines 
of 29 to 41 points. . 

The market opened eas at a decline 
of 20 to 27 points under selling stim- 
ulated by the relatively weak showing 
of Liverpool. March declined to 17.38 
and October to 17.22, but trade buying 
at the decline and covering rallied 
prices. All but 6 or 8 points of the 
early loss was recovered, March selling 
up to 17.58 and October to 17.39, but 
demand tapered off at these figures 
and prices weakened again in late trad- 
ing. 

The fact that buying did not become 
aggressive or more general as_ prices 
turned upward from the early decline, 
seemed to disappoint recent buyers. 
which may have partially accounted 
for a renewal of. liquidation. There 
may have been a little selling also on 
rumors of rains in Texas. March sold 
off to 17.25 and October to 17.15 in 
late trading, or within 8 to 10 pointe 


of the low prices reached at the begin-: 


ning of the week, and the close was 
at about the lowest. 

Private cables received here said the 
weakness in Liverpool was due to 
hedge selling combined with local and 
ce ping selling on belief that disap- 
pointing reports from the steel trade 
might reflect an unfavorable trade out- 
look in this country.

In one instance a woman had come 
from Fredericksburg, Va., to remain 
with friends here and attend the dem- 
onstrations. That is exceptional, but 
nevertheless illustrative of the interest 
being aroused among housewives. 

Mrs. Northcross talked yesterday on 
“Food and its Composition,” a subject 
that followed naturally her talk on the 
chemistry of foods at the first day’s 
demonstration. Her subject today will 
be “Weight Control”—and by that she 
means personal weight, how to keep 
from growing too stout or too thin. 
She had been talking about such things 
as “balance of menu” and the pur- 
pose of such a food balance is to 
obtain a balance of nourishment, 
which, if proper, will-.of course give a 
balance of weight. 

Aside from this, she stressed the val- 
ue of the profession of “home maker.” 
She told the women that the business 
of being a cook is not old-fashioned. 
and she expressed her mind on this 
point in forceful language. She said: 

“The preparation of food for’ the 
table is an art and a science worthy 
of the deepest study and the highest 
ambition. It is something to be proud 
of, something to specialize in, and to 
master. It is often the means of 
bringing cheer into the home, and 
really of making the home attractive, 
and the beautiful center of life that it 
ought to be.”

Delightful Home Urged. 


“Take pride in your profession, make 
the home a delightful place to live in, 
and let the world go by.” 

Instead of being old-fashioned art, 
cooking hes been improved in every 
way by the modern woman, she de- 
clared. She said: 

“The modern woman can cook in fif- 
teen minutes what grandmothér spent 
two hours in cooking, and in 40 min- 
utes what cost grandmother a day of 
hard work. And not only does she 
cook more quickly and efficiently, but 
better. Further, she knows what to 
cook, and how much to serve. 

“The modern woman has studied the 
science of cooking. She had studied it 
in college, in demonstrations, and by 
other means afforded at the present 
time. She has learned not only what 
the body demands, how to prepare for 
it, and to prepare food in the hest 
manner, but how to budget those 
things, and therefore how to bring true 
efficiency and economy in the house- 
hold,” 

Must Understand Calories. 


She told the women that they should 
learn the needs of the body for nu- 
trition, in order to supply its needs. 
‘To do this, she said, they must under- 
stand what calories mean. 

Women who have made a scientific 
study of cooking have gained as a re- 
ward “self-emancipation,” she said, and 
the same opportunity lies before any 
woman who will give her attention to 
mastering the scientific facts invoived 
in providing food for human bodies. 
They may eliminate waste effort, waste 
expense, and achieve better success in 
what they are trying to do. 

Mrs. Northcross demonstrated yester- 
day recipes for crown of lamb, timbales, 
Southern wafers, fudge cake, paradise 
pudding, special dressing, 
salad and cream scones.

for Two Strips in Memorial

BIG BOULEVARD PLANNED 


The first step in the development of 
B street as a great parade thoroughfare 
and part of the Arlington Memorial 
Bridge extension project, was taken 
yesterday when the commission an- 
nounced acquisition of part of the St. 


James Hotel site at Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and Sixth street northwest. The 
consideration was announced as “ap- 
proximately $200,000.” or about 12 per 
cent above assessed value. 

The land, purchased from the Clar- 
ence Beall estate, consists of two strips, 
One on the corner of Pennsylvania ave- 
nue and Sixth street, fronting Penn- 
Sylvania avenue, and the third from the 
corner. The second and fourth strips 
of the hotel site are yet to be acquired. 
A postoffice in this section may be re- 
moved from a privately owned plot to 
a government owned one nearby, com- 
mission officials intimated. They ex- 
plained that other acquisitions in this 
reservation were being delayed by al- 
leged excessive prices. 

B street, widened as boule- 
vard, eventually will cut through 
this site from its present eastern ter- 
minus at Sixth street and proceed 
through other property yet to be ac- 
quired, to the Capitol grounds, form- 
ing a monumental roadway from the 
Capitol to the District end of the me- 
morial bridge.

Department of Commerce Re- 
port Shows Evangelical 
Lutherans Head List. 


HAVE $37,102,661 ASSETS 


Considerable growth in the member- 
ship, financial resources and number of 
churches of six of the smaller denomi- 


nations in the United States is indl- 
cated by Department of Commerce re- 
ports for 1926, announced yesterday 
compared with those of 1916. 

The six denominations reported—the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of North 
America, Reformed Church in the 
United States, Life and Advent Union. 
Apostolic Over-Coming Holy Church of 
God, Christian Congregation and the 
Liberal Catholic Church—during the 
ten-year period showed a total increase 


of eighteen churches, 126,119 members | 


and $37,102,661 in assets. 

The greatest increase was shown by 
the Evangelical Lutheran Synod, which 
reported 1,180 churches, 311,425 mem- 
bers and $22,781,698 in tangible proper- 
ty for 1926, as compared with 1,165 
churches, 204,417 members and $10,- 
453,916 in church property for 1916. 

The Reformed Church in the United 
States reported 1,709 churches, 361,257 
members and 844,662,875 in church 
property for 1926, compared with 1,758 
churches, 344,374 members and §$20,- 
116,336 in assets for 1916. The Liberal 
Catholic Church reported 39 churches, 
1,799, members and church property 
valued at $160,000 for 1926, with no 
comparative figures. 

The Christian Congregation showed 
a decrease of 5 churches and 495 mem- 
bers in the ten-year period, leaving but 
two churches. both in Indiana, and 
150 members at the end of 1926. The 
Life and Advent Union reported 7 
churches with a membership of 525.

That the crowds attending the auto- 
mobile show are just as different and 
improved as are the new models being 
exhibited is one of the interesting ob- 
servations at the Auditorium. The mo- 
certainly hes come @ 
long way since he judged the merits of 
the products exhibited in the shows 
of long ago by walking up and taking 
@® lusty kick at the tires or trying to 
put a scratch in the paint with a well- 
corrugated dime. 

These practices, no doubt service- 
able enough in their way and thelr 
time, have passed out of the picture. 
The tire-kicker and paint-scratcher 
apparently have gone the way of the 
dodo. And, among the dealers at least, 
there is no cry for “the good old days,” 
which indicates that perhaps the old 
days were not so good, after all. 

The year 1928 A. D., a study of the 
auto show crowds reveals, marks the 
coming of motor wisdom on a well- 
universal scale. The layman 


| knows his automobiles from the stand-

turning out good automobiles. 

Apart from this, however, the aver- 
age man knows where to look for true 
automobile merit. And, if he wants 
the salesman’s help in the search for 
some particular feature, he knows how 
to ask for it. Along with the tire- 
kicker and the paint-scratcher, an- 
other nuisance happily missing these 
days is the show visitor who asked 
questions such as “Is a seven-cylinder 
car better than one with only five 
cylinders?” and “What do you do when 
you run out of gas?” 


Owner Knows Us Car. 


The average man may not be abie to 
take his present car apart and put it 
together again without getting the 
differential up where the clutch should 
be and, even if he could, the chances 
are that he would deputize the task to 
a mechanic who is better fitted as to 
tools and temperament for the task. 
Still he knows quite a bit about what 
@ car does and what it should do, not 
only in relation to general performance 
but in the action of Cetailed units. 

Take silence, for instance. Here is 
one of the great desideratums of every 
car owner today whether his purse is 
up to the price of the elephantine 
eight or down to the nymphlike four. 
The factors in car silence are many and 
detailed. But experience has pointed 
them out, 

Today’s motor show visitor, exhibi- 
tors have learned, knows that raciness 
of appearance does not connote actual 
Ss He knows, too, that the pres- 
ence on the instrument board of a 
speedometer that registers up to 100 
miles an hour does not absolutely guar- 
antee that the car buyer ever will see 
the figures between 70 and 100. Know- 
ing these things about a motor car, 
he turns his curiosity to the real con- 
tributors to car speed and flexibility, 
the engine and the drive mechanism, 


Wiser As to Comfort. 


In the matter of looking over the 
car as to its comfort, the average man 
and woman visiting the auditorium 
this week must be recognized as far 
wiser and more curious than when they 
paraded through previous auto shows. 

The arrival of the seat designated 
“form-fitting” has provoked a great 
deal of curiosity and interest among 
the show visitors. Man and woman, 
they want to see just what the term 
means—whether the form the designer 
had in mind was average or athletic, 
for instance. 


by their present cars stimulates the 
thousands who climb in and out of 
the cars in this year’s automobile show 
to inspect closely. Accessibility of con- 
trols, head room, leg room, the change 
in steering wheels which has brought 
the narrow rimmed variety universally 
into use, the lengthening of the gear 
shift lever—these are a few of the 
features which come under scrutiny. 

Tt is interesting to watch such an ine 
spection process from an unobserved, 
position. The show visitor has been 
told that detailed changes and refine- 
ments are to be found by the score in 
the new automobile. His attitude indi- 
cates a disposition to search for them 
to the extent of not merely lifting the 
hood, but squatting down to look under 
the car from this angle and that, or 
lifting the floor rugs, or hovering over 
a cut-away chassis like a forty-niner 
panning gold. 


Prevention of “Rust.” 


There are many things about the 
modern motor car that the buyer of 
1928 would dismiss as unimportant if 
he did not actually jeer at them. Such 
a feature is the practice of chromium 
or nickel plating exposed, unlacquered 
surfaces. The primary purpose of this 
practice is recognized by today’s motor 
car buyer as a step toward the pre- 
vention of rust. 

Brakes also might Be cited as indi- 
cating quite clearly the change in the 
prospective buyer’s attitude. The stop- 
ping mechanism of the car no longer 


‘| is passed over with a mere glance at 


the wheels to see if the drums are in 
their proper place. | 
Protection of the linings from water, 
Slush, grit and dirt; linkages, and the 
proportion of braking power between 


front and rear wheels—all these are con-
